The  rowing  season  began  early  in  February,  with  over  thirty  candidates  reporting  for  the 
preliminary  work  on  the  machines.  The  only  remaining  members  of  last  year's  crews  were 
Hamilton,  Xo.  2  of  the  Championship  Second  Crew,  and  Captain  Bowden,  No.  2  of  the  un- 
defeated First  Crew.     At  the  end  of  the  Winter  Term  the  squad  was  cut  down  to  live  crews. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Term  the  crews  took  to  the  water  on  Woodstock  Lake.  Since 
the  crews  were  sadly  inexperienced,  the  first  few  weeks  were  spent  in  stiff  conditioning  work. 

In  the  first  race  on  April  28,  against  Belmont  Hill,  rowing  in  a  stinging  rain  against  a  stiff 
breeze,  the  first  crew  won  by  two  lengths  and  a  half.    The  second  crew  won  by  hall  a  length. 

The  second  race  on  May  5th  found  the  crews  rowing  in  liner  form  than  hitherto  shown. 
Though  overweighed  sixteen  pounds  to  the  man,  the  first  crew  defeated  Exeter  first  crew  by  a 
length  and  a  half,  in  the  good  time  of  2:51.  The  second  crew,  also  rowing  against  heavy  odds, 
won  by  a  quarter  of  a  length.     The  third  crew  lost  by  a  length. 

The  following  Saturday  the  crews  went  to  Southboro  to  race  St.  Marks.  Rowing  under 
the  worst  racing  conditions  they  had  ever  experienced,  a  beam  sea  and  a  stiff  wind,  the  first  crew 
held  their  opponents  until  a  hundred  yards  from  the  finish,  when  they  dropped  back  to  lose  In- 
half  a  length.     The  second  and  third  crews,  outclassed,  lost  by  two  and  four  lengths  respectively. 

On  Saturday  May  26th,  the  first  crew,  rowing  splendidly,  lost  to  a  more  powerful  Tabor 
crew  by  half  a  length.  The  time  was  2:48.  The  second  crew  lost  by  a  length.  The  third  crew 
saved  the  day  for  Pom  fret  by  winning  by  a  length. 
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The  final  race,  with  Middlesex,  was  rowed  on  Batemans  Pond,  Concord,  on  June  2.  The 
first  crews  were  even  all  the  way  down  the  course  but  finished  with  Midlesex  ahead  by  a  little 
under  two  feet.  The  crews  rowed  excellently  as  the  time,  2:40,  shows.  The  second  crew  rowed 
to  a  dead  heat  with  their  opponents  in  the  time  of  2:46. 

The  spirit  on  the  squad  was  as  fine  as  has  ever  been  seen  in  the  school.  Though  the  crew 
did  not  win  all  its  races,  its  season  may  be  looked  upon  as  successful  since  in  no  race  was  the 
first  crew  outclassed.  Though  they  were  hampered  by  lack  of  material,  the  total  amount  of 
distance  lost  bv  the  first  cerw  amounts  to  a  length  and  two  feet.

Assisted  by  the  Mandolin  and  Glee  Clubs,  the  cast  of  the  play  was  successful  in  entertaining  the 
many  guests  and  alumni  of  the  school  who  were  present  for  Thanksgiving. 

"The  Haunted  House",  a  farce  in  three  acts  by  Owen  Davis,  was,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most 
cleverly  written  plays  that  has  ever  been  presented  at  Pomfret. 

The  plot  of  the  play  concerns  the  adventures  of  a  newly  married  couple  who  start  to 
spend  their  honeymoon  in  a  supposedly  haunted  house.  True  to  its  reputation,  the  house  does 
give  forth  mysterious  tappings  and  groans,  and,  to  further  add  to  their  misery,  they  find  them- 
selves in  the  midst  of  a  mystery.  A  strange  young  woman  is  supposed  to  have  been  brutally  killed 
and  almost  the  whole  cast  is,  at  one  time  or  another,  suspected  of  the  crime.  When,  however, 
the  "murdered"  woman  appears  safe  and  sound,  it  is  finally  ascertained  that  the  dead  "person" 
is,  after  all,  only  a  cow.

Stanwood,  as  Jack  Driscoll,  continued  the  quiet,  even  work  of  his  former  years  in  the  Drama- 
tic Club.  He  made  the  part  of  Jack  thoroughly  attractive,  rose  to  spirited  acting  when  the  occa- 
sion demanded,  and  by  his  steadiness  and  reliability  was  of  great  help  to  the  other  members  of 
the  cast. 

Wagstaff,  who  played  Desmond  Duncan,  had,  beyond  question,  the  most  difficult  part  in  the 
play,  difficult,  not  only  in  number  of  lines  and  length  of  speeches,  but  in  the  demands  made  on  the 
actor.  The  constantly  shifting  moods  of  the  eccentric  novelist  called  for  much  versatility  in 
speech  and  in  action,  requirements  which  none  could  have  filled  better  than  Wagstaff. 

James,  as  Morgan,  the  tramp,  again  proved  his  ability  in  a  character  part.  He  made  the 
tramp  true  to  life  and  yet  kept  him  within  bounds,  a  difficult  thing  to  do  with  a  part  of  this  kind. 

Xute,  as  the  bride,  handled  his  long  part  with  much  skill.  His  lines  were  excellently  spoken 
and  his  acting  was  quiet  and  natural.  He  is  a  newcomer  to  the  club  and  should  prove  valuable 
next  year. 

French,  who  played  Helen  Duncan,  gave  his  part  an  unusual  amount  of  individuality.  His 
lines  were  said  with  much  spirit  and  expression,  and  throughout  the  play  he  showed  himself  ca- 
pable of  more  good  work  next  year. 

Plunkett  made  Ed,  the  milkman,  another  strong  character  part  of  the  play.  His  make-up 
was  excellent,  and  his  short,  blunt  speeches  thoroughly  amusing. 

Chase,  as  the  chauffeur,  acted  naturally  and  with  a  quiet  dignity  which  lent  distinction  to 
the  character. 
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Brown,  as  the  Sheriff,  gave  a  portrayal  considerably  above  the  standard  for  character  parts 
in  school  plays.  His  dialect  was  excellent,  and  he  gave  such  careful  attention  to  details  of  action 
and  expression  that  his  part  was  the  most  humorous  of  the  play. 

Parke,  as  the  girl,  was  another  new  member  to  act  well.  By  handling  his  short  part  with 
ability  he  added  much  to  the  mystery  of  the  plot. 

Searles,  as  Dan  Grogan,  gave  proof  of  his  former  experience.  He  was  always  in  character, 
and  caught  admirably  the  spirit  of  the  bluff,  detective  type. 

Home,  as  the  father,  handled  his  part  with  sufficient  skill  to  please  the  audience,  and  added 
much  interest  to  the  third  act.
